German Firm Will exhibit Electro* 


lypograiili In America. 


A German firm of electrical mann-- 


facturers are shipping to tbe United 
States for exhibition u typesetting ma- 
chine called the "electrotypograph," 
which is declared to be as much su- 
perior to the Mergenthaler as that ma- 
chine is to hand typesetting, says a 
special cable dispatch from Berlin to 
the Chicago News. The machine is 
the invention of a Hungarian engineer 
named Rozar. From a perforated pa- 
per ribbon produced on an ordinary 
typewriter the electrotypograph auto- 
matically casts and sets single type. 
The ribbon is capable of transmission 
by telegraph.

Item Of Tariff.

(Washington Times.) 


"One of the rankest thing* in our 


tariff is the tax of 25 cents a gallon on 
imported water," said Mr. Lewis A. 
; 


Dodge., former Appraiser' of the Cus- 
tom House at Boston, to a Times re- 
porter at the Raleigh. , 


"Yet this same outrageous tax was 


the cause of my taxing a comfortable 
fee from a firm in Toronto that is en- 
gaged in shipping a very popular min- 
eral water into the United States 
When the twenty-five cent tax was 
first levied 
upon my clients they 


though it was a mistake, and so did 
I until I looked up the law. Then I 
told them that they could be made to 
pay it. Their reply was that such a 
duty was prohibitive, as th'ey rhad 
been selling the water at a price far 
below the tax. 


"I asked one of the ,firm if it were 


possible to freeze the water and ex- 
port it to the states as ice. Then I 
told him there was no fluty on ice and 
to go right along with his freezing 
The advice was followed and the Col- 
lector on our side,of the line'held upj 
the first shipment. I threatened him 
with dire vengeance, whereupon he 
wired to Washington, and was answer 
ed that nothing could be done—ice 
was not taxable 
My clients are still 


at the business."

the offal scow to be destroyed. Mor 
of the powder was found hi a Sixth 
avenue department store. The repor 
of the analysis of the Health Depart 
t 


ent stated that it was "an alum bak 
g powder" containing alum and pul 


verlzed rock. 


The different 
Health Authorities 


seem to have different 
ways 
of re 


pressing the sale ot had baking pow 
ders. In England they have prosecut 
ed the grocers under the general law 
and broken up the traffic. In Missour 
the sale of alum baking powder is ac- 
tually prohibited by law In New York 
they seize the unwholesome stuff and 
cast it into the river, without any d!s 
cussion. The later way is certainly 
effective. 


The alum baking powders arc usu- 


ally offered at a low price, ten to twen- 
ty cents a pound, or with some prize 
as a temptation to the housewife. 


Consumers can protect themselves 


by buying only high grade baking pow 
der of established name and reputa 
tion. Do not be tempted by the grocei 
to take something else as "just as 
good," or "our own brand," In- tho 
trials show that the grocer hims;!:fi!: 
often deceived by unscrupulous ma'-v 
ers and is selling an alum powlci 
without knowing it.

the market: let the housekeeper mf-i 
on having what she knows is rig, 
and not be induced to risk the I if/- ol 
the family fdr an imaginary saving ot 
a few cents.

ble. This was the opinion of the cor- 
oner privately expressed. The whole 
affair savors of a terrible crime and if 
the child's body could be found it is 
likely that some startling Develop- 
ments would be brought out. 


Three days after this tragedy

Chicago Junction Shannon Osburn 
met death in the moat "frightful rail- 
road wreck ever seen in Newark. 


Coroner Evans' Verdict. 


Coroner Scott J. Evans who held an 


inquest as to the cause of the death 
of Engineer Thomas Shannon Osburn. 
whowas killed in the wreck in the 
northern part of the city on Friday, 
April 18, has filed his finding in the 
county clerk's office, which is as fol- 
lows: 


"I find that the deceased came to his 


death in a wreck on the Lake Brie 
division of the Baltimore and Ohio 
railroad, caused by the running of his 
engine, No.1244, of the second section 
of train No 82 into the caboose of the 


That said 


Thomas Shannon Oeburn was alive 
and awake when they •, came together, 
but must have been asleep before he 
came onto the first section; that he 
was unable io get his engine utfder 
control in time to prevent the acci- 
dent, alhough he remained at his post 
of duty and did all in his power to 
avoid the accident and that he was 
scalded to death by escaping steam 
and water from his engine" 


murdered and that the body was fir&t section of train No. 32. 
thrown into the firebox of the engine 
upon which Osburn worked. The 
child was born on Tuesday morning, 
April 15, and it is said the mother 
came to Newark on the following Sat- 
urday to attend the funeral ot En- 
gineer Osburn. 


The facts were placed in the hands 


of the coroner, Dr. Martin, at Chicago 
Junction and an investigation follow- 
ed Before the coroner Dr Allison tes- 
tified substantially as follows: 


I was called on Monday night, April 


14, to the home of F & Zuelch by his efl 
son Carl, and found Mrs Zuelch and 
daughter in a bed room. The mother 
left the room and then Lena told, me 
her trouble, saying that-her mother 
did not know it. She offered me $15 
then ^InaRy $35 if I would obey her 
orders but I told her it was impossi- 
ble, 
I returned to my office for instru- 


ments and when 1 again entered the 
room she insisted that something

name. D\iring the night I told her it 
was a pitj«that the child's father would 
not see her-suffer. Lena then, said: 
"He is upstairs." The man was called 
and gave hi» name as Shannon Os- 
burn. He remained in the room till 
5:30 a. m, when the child was born. 
Again Lena Insisted that I dispose of 
the child r Osburn made some sugges- 
tions during the night which I could 
not follow out. Osburn wanted to 
know how long the child would live 
if merely left as it was. I wanted ^to 
call-in some of the neighbors, but the 
family refused. Osburn said: "Don't 
go home while it is light Wait until 
night. We don't want the neighbors 
to see you" The child was a girl, per- 
fect physical form, healthy and well 
developed, weight 8 pounds. The child 
was healthy. On Tuesday 
evening, 


(the same day) I received a note from 
Lena saying: "Baby is dead. Mamma 
finished washing it and tt took spasms. 
They put it in a nice box and buried 
it" 


Miss Zuelch in her testimony before 


the coroner, did not deny trying to 
hire Dr Allison to dispose of it in 
some way and said it died of spasms; 
that Osburn, its father, buried it. but 
she did not know where. 


Mrs Zuelch stated that * child was 


born, that while she was washing it 
shortly after- 6 o'clock it was taken 
with spasms and died. She said that 
Osburn wanted her to call in an under- 
taker, and she advised him not to. 
that it would be an unnecessary ex- 
pense. They wrapped1 the body up 
nicely and placed it in a box used for 
packing sardines. Osburn carried it 
away with him that morning. When 
asked why she had told Assessor O«l- 
lung and one of the neighbors that 
there had teen no births in the house, 
she replied that tbe report was false. 
That was all she knew about it but 
she thought the child had been bur- 
ied in the cestctcry, 


Tbe father was sworn. He said be 


was in bed all nigbt and knew nothing 
about the aaTair; never saw the child.
